Car Shortage ! 
Very Apparent 


Over 200,000 bushels of wheat have 
already beensshipped from Champion 
and it is estimated there is some 325,- 
000 bushels in store at the présent 
time, all the elevators being filled. 
Cars have been scarce and & large 
quantity of wheat is in heaps on the 
ground owing to lack of elevator 
room, while granaries are in use 
everywhere, many proposing to hold 
their grain for a time. The Pioneer 
elevator opened on Saturday, adding 
some 60,000 bushels to elevator capa- 
city but all available bins in the new 
elevator had been reserved before 
that date. Grades have continued to 
vary from No. 2 Northern to feed, 
the difference frequently occurring in 
the same field. Some very satisfac- 
tory yields have been reported, run- 
ning as high as fifty bushels per acre, 
but the bulk of the grain seems to be 
yielding between twenty and thirty 
bushels, where any damage has 0c- 
curred.

NOTES AND COMMENT 

The suggestion made by the P. T. A. 
elsewhere in this issue is undoubtedly 
a good one. When the rush of grain 
deliveries is on the vicinity of the 
school is a decided danger point and 
the exercise of reasonable care be- 
fore some of the children are injured 
or killed is much more to be desired 
than unreasonable precautions after- 
wards. Signs warning drivers of the 
vicinity of a school building are in 
general use and there is no doubt as 
to the fact that they contribute con- 
siderably to the safety of the school 
children. 


The contention of the supporters of 
the Republican candidate for the pres- 
idency in the United States that the 
solution of the farmers’ difficulties 
lies in increased protection for farm 
produce does not seem to be borne out 
by the price of wheat in Chicago and 
Fort William. In this instance a duty 
of 45 cents a bushel is not by any 
means reflected by the figures, which 
rather indicate the futility of the im- 
position, 


Now that the crop is practically 
harvested and results will be available 
to the farmers in a short time settle- 
ment of the expenses involved will be 
the next step forward. While results 
have been disappointing in very many 
instances an effort to meet these 
obligations at the earliest possible 
moment will lead to better understand- 
ing between merchants, implement 
firms, etc., than any attempt to avoid 
meeting the matter squarely could 
produce and will result in much more 
favorable consideration of amounts to 
be carried over. 


The Hon. George Hoadley is spon- 
soring an effort to take special steps 
against the spread of sow thistle. 
Those who have attempted to hold 
this weed in check will be fully aware 
of how undesirable this noxious weed 
is in any cultivated field, where un- 
checked it will drive out every other 
plant and weed. The weed inspector 
reported the presence of this weed in 
this district, although in very small 
quantities and it is to be hoped that 
every individual owner will see to 
it that these small patches are de- 
stroyed before being allowed to spread 
over larger areas. 


Pool Will Pay 
Farm Storage 


Attention of Wheat Pool members 
is drawn to the plan under which the 
Pool will pay farm storage during the 
coming crop year. 

Members who are willing and able 
to hold their wheat on their farms 
until December 14th will receive an 
additional one cent per bushel on 
their initial payment. Those who hold 
their wheat until after January 15th 
will receive an additional 2¢ a bushel 
on their initial payment. Two cents a 
bushel is the maximum amount that 
will be paid for farm storage. This 
will mean an increase in the initial 
payment cn the dates mentioned above 
which will apply generally throughout 
the province. 


LINE INSURANCE COMPANIES 
LOSE $2,000,000 ON HAIL 
THIS YEAR 


Calgary, Sept. 21.—In addition to 
the heavy hail losses incurred by the 


~ 


hail insurance board of Alberta as 
mentioned by the Herald on Wednes- 
day, line insurance companies oper- 
ating in the province, it was learned 
on Friday, have also made a net loss 
of about two million dollars. The 
total amount paid out in claims has 
been in the neighborhood of four 
million dollars. This, with the claims 
dealt with by the hail insurance 
board, brings the total amount pa:d 
out this season to more than four 
and one-half million dollars, 

Some of the insurance companies, 
it is stated, had been exceptionally 
heavy hit as they carried a large 
amount of insurance in the districts 
that received the brunt of the big 
storm of August 11. 

In face of the large losses last 
season, and again this year, it is 
considered probable that some of the 
companies will discontinue to write 
hail insurance in Alberta. Others 
again are taking their heavy losses 
smiling in the hope that they will be 
able to recoup themselves next year. 


POOL ELEVATORS HANDLE MIL- 
LION BUSHELS IN DAY 


Calgary, Sept. 25.—In one day’s 
handling the Alberta Pool elevators 
dealt with more than one million 
bushels, constituting the largest 
handling of any grain company on 
any one day in the history of Al- 
berta, it was stated at the wheat 
pool office on Tuesday. The pool 
members, it was added, have been 
patronizing pool elevators extremely 
well, with the result that practically 
75 per cent of the pool elevators are 
at the present time filled to the roof. 

The pool elevator just completed 
at Peacock Siding in Southern Al- 
berta, which has a capacity of 40,000 
bushels, was opened on September 
17 and was completely filled by Sep- 
tember 20.

gers Not Hard To Guess 


An automobile weighs a ton or two, 
while a railroad train may weigh a 
thousand tons, yet in one year auto- 
| mobiles caused twenty-seven derail- 
ments, Probably the whole train was 
never derailed, but it is surprising 
that even part of it was forced from 
the tracks. What happened to the 
passengers of the charging automo- 
biles is easy to reason out. | 

In the same period over ten thou- | 
sand railway crossing gates were 
smashed, while many automobiles 
were stalled on the tracks, and others | 
were demolished by flying 
which were not derailed, 

Each year thousands of persons are 
killed and injured at railroad cross- 
ings-—-and practically every death 
could well be labeled “suicide,’’ for 
we recklessly persist in taking: the 
American's gambling chance. 

The only ways in which one may 
commit suicide at a crossing are by 
trying to beat the train, or paying no 
attention to what is coming along the

{ Nature, ever wise, has constituted 
the enamel the hardest subs se in 
| the human body, to better withstand 
}the stress to which it is subjected. 
| Also, enamel does not undergo the 
| physiologic changes of dissolution 
ond repair to the extent of any oth- 
er body tissues, hence the need of 
hardness as an effective barrier to 
|injury and disease, 

| In the dentine are minute tubules, 
| or canals, containing soft tissue fila- 
ments through which communication 
is established from the outside of the 
tooth to the nerve tissue of the pulp; 
and because of this honeycombed 
structure and, too, owing to dentine 
being softer than enamel, it is less 
resistant to disease than is the lat 
ter. 

So you can see how important it is 
to keep intact the enamel which con- 
stitutes the outer defences of the 
tooth since disease processes, once 
penetrating the enamel barrier, can 
quickly gain access to the more vila! 
tissues within and there proceed
